Escape of Mark Seuvey’s Family. 

The escape of Mark Seavey's family was a 
thrilling one. Mr. Seavey was not at home 
when the building fell, only Mrs. Seavey with 
her r Rosie, 10 years old, and Roy, a 
boy of 8. Mrs. Seavey ran down-stairs with 
her little boy, but she found the door 
closed and fastened by the twisted walls. Some 
one broke down the panels with a beam and 
let the two out on the street. Then a search 
was made for the little girl Rosie by a by- 
stander. She was found, and for, some unac- 
countable reason the person who found her 
carried her to a transom and let her drop to 
the ground below. Luckily she sustained no. 
more seriotis damage than afew cuts and 
bruises, but how she escaped death in the pile 
of bricks and timbers was unaccountable. 

Allabout the failen buildings was a scene 
of desolation. The débris from the brick 
building and from the frame building lined 
the sidewalk and extended far out into the 
street. A line of policemen from tle Des- 
plaines Street’ Station guarded the entrance 
from Desplaines and Union streets, but it was 
not strong enough to keep back the crowd of 
curious and those who had friends among the 
killed and injured. There are many laborers 
living in the vicinity of the accident, and 
maggy women from near by stood in the 
mud with little to shield them from 
the strong winds and waited for news 
from the firemen working in.’ the 
ruins, Whenever a body was found 
the information would pass along the lines of 
shivering watchers and there would be heard 
cries and groans from those who had known 
occupants of the wrecked buildings. 

The work of rescue was necessarily slow. 
The falling walls had lodged loose brick in 
with the broken and twisted timbers, and cut- 
ting it away was almost. impossible, The 
only thing to do was to unravel the knot by 
taking it away piece by piece and passing the 
timbers from hand tohand until they were out 
of the way of the workmen, The lights the 


j firemen had to work by were only ordinary 


lanterns, and they were not sufficient to iila- 
minate thescene as thoroughly as was desired. 
At 11 o’clock four calcium lights were placed 
in position, and work progreased much faster 
afterwards. 

Fire in the Ruins. 

Fire broke out in the ruins soon after the 
building fell, and for a time it looked as if the 
flames would complete the horror. A few 
flames could be seen in the broken timbers, 
started bya stove upturned in the fall, but a 
stream from Engine No. 5 soon had the 
flames under control. There was a stove 
upset in the building next door and it had set 
fire to the broken boards of the floor, but 
Jacob Jacquet, the tenant in the building, 
remembering the fire and realizing the con- 
sequences if it should communicate. to the 
building, made his way through the broken 
and disordered furniture, and-atrived in time 


to put it under subjection with a \ blanket, 


which he pulled from a ‘bed in an adjoining 
room. 

Under the direction of Fire Marshal Swenie 
a careful watch was kept in the rnins and the 


buildings on either side, and Engine No. 5 was 


hydrant to guard against any possible 
contingency, 

Workmen Who Left in Time. 

Forty men who had been at work on the 
incomplete building during the day left for 
their homes half an hour before it fell and es- 
caped being crushed in the ruing. The struct- 
ure was owned bya Mr. Hessington, who is 
now im California. The contractors were 
Mills & Young. One of the persons in the 
place at the time was the unknown night 


| watchman, whose body is still in the ruins. 


Mr. James L. Gowan, his wife, three chil- 
dren, 8. Eirsdale, arid Mary Welsh were 
on the first floor when the crash came and the 
Mott and Wygant families were on the second, 

Mrs. Wygant was preparing supper when 
there came a flash of lightning followed by a 
loud lap of thunder. 

„J was afraid of the lightuing,“ she said, 
„% and told my husband I wouldn’t cook any 
more till the storm had passed. He at that 
moment looked out of the window and said: 
See the rainstorm coming down the street.’ 
We all started for the window. Then there 
came alow rumbling and the house began to 
tremble. It was an awful sensation. I be- 
came so alarmed I couldn't move. After this 
there was a roar and acrash that was deafen- 
ing. I don’t remember what followed. 

„Mrs. Mott is my sister, and she with her 
husband and children lived with us. We have 
two children and my sister five.”’ 

Dozens of people who live in the tenerent- 
houses fronting on Depuyster street and back- 
ing on the alley south of the fatal seven-story 
brick saw the structure fall. They were look- 
ing out of their rear windows watching the 
coming storm. According to the testimony 
of many it bulged out about the fourth floor, 
and then came down with a crash. It shook 
the houses for à block around and many be- 
lieved it was an explosion at the brewery at 
Pearce and Desplaines streets. 

An alarm of fire was at once turned in and 
in a few minutes several fire companies were 
at work rescuing the injured from the ruins. 

Jacob Jacquet's Experience. 

Jacob Jacquet lived at No. 10 Pearce street, 
the first door east of the wrecked building, 
with his son-in-law, Thomas Allen, his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Allen, and grandchild, Lizzie, 9 
years old. The second floor of the building 
was occupied by A. Johnson, with his wife and 
her sister, Hilda Boglund, and Charles. Ed-

west wall when the building fell,“ said Mr. 
Jacquet. “It was just after 6 o'clock and I 
was beginning to think about supper when 1 
heard a loud noise, followed almost im- 
thediately by @ crash, and I was thrown 
ten feet from the chair in Which I had 
been sitting. A heavy cupboard | fell across 
my head and a marble slab, the top of a cen- 
tertable, landed on my fee. und legs. I did 
not know what the matter was at first, I had 
been so stunned by the fall; but when I had 
succeeded in getting on my feet I could hear 
groans and shrieks through the broken wall 
of the buildmg. My next thought 
was for my daughter and granddaughter, and 
I rushed through to the front room as fast as 
I @ould for the holes and broken plaster 
and seattered furniture. Before I could get 
there they had gotten out, and the story of 
their adventure I got from them later. 

“ My daughter, Mrs. Allen, and her little 
daughter Lizzie were sitting in the front 
room near tle east wall while a friend, Miss 
Lodemia Rock. who lives at No. 49 Thirteenth 
street and who had come in for a visit a few 
minutes before, was next to the west wall and 
in front of a marble mantel, The shock of 
the falling wall threw Miss Rock across the 
room and against the chair where the little girl 
was sitting, and a piece of marble from the 
wrecked mantel fell across her legs and 
bruised them severely. They were all badly 
frightened, but they knew enough to get out 
through a broken window. I found them 
erying on the sidewalk.” 7

| Blame for the Collapse. 

The building which collapsed was erected at 
a cost of $80,000 and is a total ruin. Persons 
living in the vicinity claim that if was poorly 
constructed and that one hour before‘ it fell it 
was heard groaning and creaking. Lire Chief 
Swenie, however, says there ate many and 
natural reasons why the building should fall 
under the circumstances aside from faulty 
construction. | : | 

It was new,“ he said, and the mortar 
had not yet had titne to dry. Under these. 
circumstances buildings are always weak and 
sometimes the least pressure is apt to cause a 
serious ac¢ident. The roof had been placed 
upon this building, but none of the windows 
were in, and a gust of wind entering the 
upper stories could create a power- 
ful leverage, which itself might have 
been sufficient to cause the walls 
to bulge and drop, allowing the roof to fall, 
creating a pressure that may have thrown the 
falling walls outward and on the buildmgs ad- 
jacent. I know nothing of the construction of 
the building, and have not been able to make 
a thorough examination of the ruins. . This 
will be attended to in good time by the proper 
authorities, and I shall not presume to attach 


in 


blame to any one.“ 


Other Buildings Blown Down. 

The storm biew down a number of build- 
Ings in various parts of the city and in several 
instances the occupants were injured. There 
was some anxiety felt for the World’s Fair 
buildings, but investigation showed that they 
were safe.

So great was the force of the wind at the 
Washington! Park Club that, to save improve- 
ments in progress on the grand stand, a re- 
moval of a portion of the wall was necessary. 
Had the wind maintained its force but a short 
time longer the mammoth stand would have 
been blown to the ground. 

At Blue Island the wind took the roof off a 
Grand Truk freight-car. The | operator at 
the Western Indiana office could work no 
farther than Pullman Juhetion, and at 5 
o’clock last evening the Monon wires were 
down beyond Forty-ninth street. The Wa- 
bash and Grand Trunk wires were not much 
interrupted. On the Santa Fe line the wires 
south of Fort Madison were down, and at that 
point a strong southwest wind was blowing. 
At Valparaiso the storm was severe but caused 
no great damage, while at Battle Creek, Mich., 
there were wind and rain. 

A little wind-storm detached itself from the 
main one, right over Clark street, and made a 
sweep along the part of that thoroughfare 
north of Calhoun place.

City 
about roon at anywhereafrom forty to fifty 
miles an hour, and this pace Was kept up till 
after 6 o’clock, when it puffed_at the rate of 
fifty-six miles an hour, This was the cul- 
mination and with it came a furious rain- 
storm, which, though. it swept the streets 
clean and drove everyone to shelter, registered 
a fall of one-fifth of an inch. 

After 9 o’clock the wind settled down to a 
forty-mile gait. The|Signal-Service man said 
he didn’t believe its origin was cyclonic—it 
was only an old-fas 
rain attachment, he thought, The main por- 
tion of the storm moved north of Chicago and 
when last heard from; was shaking Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. | l 

The Auditorium prophet said his wires were 
all down from Omaha west, and that Chicago 
might have a high wind for a little while, but 
he expected no more rain. 

When the downpour began at 6:05 p. m. a 
woman who had been waiting at Monroe and 
Dearborn streets for a cable train rushed 
down the marble steps into Rudolph Woass- 
lick’s restaurant to escape the storm.

HIGH WINDS IN IOWA, 


What Approached a Hurricane Prevailed 
Through the Central Part, 

Dus Mornus, Ia., April 1.—[ Special. ]—The 
worst wind storm in years prevailed here to- 
day, and did much damage to buildings, 
fences, and trees all over the city. The tele- 
graph wires are badly crippled, and communi- 
cation with other parts of the State is difficult. 
The highest velocity reached in any one min- 
“ute this afternoon was 100 miles an hour, and 
the maximum ot the day for five consecutive 
minutes was sixty miles. A chimney on the 
Register builaing fell and, crashing through 
the roof, slightly injured a printer at his 
ease. Webster School building was unrvofed 
and other schoolhoutes damaged. Two large 
plate-glass windows in the Capitol were 
smashed by flying slate from the roof. Three 
one-story brick stores in East Fifth street 
were crushed. All over the city many house 
roofs are more or less damaged, and the lum- 
ber-yards present a tangled-up appearance. 
The damage is so badly scattered that an ac- 
curate estimate is impossible. The loss will 
reach $100,000. : 

Booxx, Ia., April 1.—[Special.|—A_ terrific 
wind-storm set in shortly before noon, whose 
fury approximated a hurricane. Great dam- 
age has been caused all oyer the country. In 
this city the Butler House has been completely 
unroofed, the brick casing on the east side of 
the Smith elevators blown down, the pump- 
ing house of the water-works blown down, 
several plate glass stone fronts broken in, and 
damage done in all parts of the city. The 
storm is still: raging with unabated fury.

It Was Badly Disorganized by the Cyclone 
in Kansas. 

The storm along the line of the Santa Fé 
road, westw was so gevere as to level the 
wires and cpmpletely interrupt telegraph 
service. The wind was acycione in strength 
and fury and 11 is'deemei strange as well as 
fortunate that so little damage, comparatively, 
was done. 

All trains coming in on the Santa Fé were 
late last night and trains are delayed all 
along the lines, having no orders to proceed 
on account of the wires beingdown. No acci- 
dents of any consequence, however, are re- 
ported. g 

All through Kansas, Nebraska, and Colo- 
rado the wires are down, and the business of 
the Western and Postal Telegraph coin panies 
suffers in consequence. The Western Union 
has fared the worst. Wire Chief J. C. Bar- 
clay was extremely reticent on the matter, 
and at first said that the Western Union was 
not seriously crippled by the storm. Final 
ly he acknowledged that all the wires 
were down between Omaha and Denver, 
Kansas City and Denver, Kansas City and 
Omaha, Omaha and Cheyenne, Kansas City 
and Pueblo, and that nearly all the wires in 
Kansas, Nebraska, and Colorado were down. 
Denver, he said, was reached by way of St. 
Louis, and San Francisco by a roundabout 
southern route. He claimed that notwith- 
standing the storm his company had means 
of reaching Omaha, Kansas City, Den- 
ver, and Cheyenne. Some wires, he 
acknowledged, were down in Iowa. 

At the Postal Telegraph office it was claimed 
that there was no serious difficulty and that 
Omaha was reacted by the regular lines along 
the Maple Leaf and Rock Island roads and 
Denver by means of the regular line from 
Kansas City via the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé road. The Postal people stated that 
they were buried in extra business caused by 
the failure of the Western Union lines. At 
the Western Union office word was passed 
around at midnight that the snow in Colo- 
rado was eight feet deep and that a storm of 


snow and sleet was raging at the time. 


Slight Damage at St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 1.—With a single ex- 
ception no ser.ous damage resulted in the im- 
mediate vicinity of this city.

He says that a contract for furnishing 
for the Indian service for the year ending 
June 30, 1892, 750,000 pounds of bacon, short 
clear sides, sound, sweet, and merchantable, 
was awarded to the firm ot P. D. Armour & 
Co. of Chieage. III.; 120,000 pounds of this 
bacon were shipped to Rushville, Neb,, by 
rail, to be conveyed thence by Indian trans 
portation to Pine’ Ridge, to be distributed 
among the Indians. The meat was in- 
spected before shipment in Chicago 
by an expert chosen dy the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and it was 
pronounced to be fully up to the contract re- 
quirements, Capt. Penny, Acting Indian 
Agent at Pine Ridge, refused to receive the- 
meat on the ground that it was old, rusty, 
rancid, and unit for food, Commissioner 
Morgan notified the contractors and requested 
them to replace the bacon with bétter quality. 
The legal representative of the firm, in con- 
nection with Senator Cullom, called upon the 
Commissioner and protested that they were 
being unjustly dealt with; that the bacon was 
all they claimdd for it, and requested that 
final action should be deferred until the mat- 
ter could be fully invéstigated.

WELL ‘DONE, OHIO. 

Through its Legislature the State of Ohio 
has come forward, unanimously, whole-heart- 
edly, and whole-handedly in support of the 
request of the National Commission and local 
management of the World’s. Fair for an ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 by Congress for the 
completion of the work of preparation for 
holding it. It has passed a joint resolution 
requesting the Ohio Representatives and the 
Senators from that State to vote for the sum 
named and more, if it be necessary. 

The resolution was introduced in the Senate 


‘by the Hon, J. J. McMacken of Butler 


County, and after brief consideration was 
passed and reported to the House. In the lat- 
ter body it was championed both by Republie- 


| ans and Democrats and promptly passed. The 


resolution sets forth that Ohio’ was in large 
meastire responsible for locating the Fair in 
Chicago; that Chicago has redeemed every 
pledge and kept every promise made by it, 
each of which Ohio had underwritten :when 
the Exposition was located here, and that it 
obviously would be unjust to impose upon a 
Single community this unprecedented burden, 
particularly in promotion of a project which 
is national, being authorized by the representa- 
tives of the people, and in the interests of all 
the people. 

The joint résolution, which is briefly sum- 
marized above, exactly covers the ground. 
There is not a statement in it which is not 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth.“ If there be any pledge or prom- 
ise which Chicago has not kept it should be 
pointed out and the Ohio members would cer- 
1 tainly in such case be justified in not voting 
for the appropriation. If it can be shown 
thut Chicago should carry the entire burden 
of a purely national enterprise to which the 
President ana Congress have requested the 
whole world to send its contributions, then let 
it be shown. The Ohio Legislature, without 
regard to party, has taken a broad, national, 
and patriotic view of the case, and it will 
secure twenty-three votes for the appropria- 
tion and for a larger sum if needed. It has 
shown a friendly feeling toward Chicago, IIli- 
nois, and the Exposition itself. which, other 
States should emulate. In return the whole 
State of Ohio, even if every man, woman, 
and child shall come to the Fair, shall have a 
front seat and the freedom of the city. Well 
done, Ohio! ‘ : 


A CHOICE BETWEEN HAWK AND CROW. 
The Republicans of the Ninth Ward held 
an Aldermanic convention last month and 
‘nominated a candidate. He was bought off 
or forced off last week. Thereupon the Chair- 
man and Secretary of the nominating con- 
vention took it upon themiselves to fill the 
vacancy, on the ground that they were the 
representatives of that body, and that the 
new election law gave them the power to act 
in the premises.

| BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 

There ig room now for some improvement 
in the course of business. The public mind 
has bean agitated on three different matters, 
all tending to unsettle-confidence in the abii- 
ity of the average man to intelligently fore- 
east the future. There was the free Silver 
bill hanging over the country apparently like 
the sword of Damocles, but now found to 
have been suspénded by something far more 
substantial than a single hair. . Then the 
pending Anti-Option bill tended to cause 
great distrust in speculative circles and to 
hamper in no smali degree the operations of 
many in lines which the most severe purist 
will desctibe as legitimate.“ Lastly the 
Bering Sea difficulty, though not generally re- 
garded as likely to end in serious. trouble, was 
a puzzling factor in the situation. The direct 
effect of each of these was detrimental to the 
steady swing of the business pendulum, and 
all three acting together constituted a heavy 
drag upon its free movement. 

All of them are now cleared out of the way, 
and & revival of confidence should be in order. 
Whether or not that be attended by an im- 
portant change in the level of prices is a mat- 
ter for separate consideration in the case. of 
each commodity or product, viewed in the 
light of other facts. But there should be more 
activity in many departments of business 
e ffort, and in so far as that ministers to 
skrength, firmness may legitimately be looked 
for. But the great mischief in commerce, 
and especially in the more speculative part of 
it, is the fact that prices hardly ever go the 
way expected by the majority. It is only 
right that silver should show more firmness 
now that the Bland bill is confessedjy dead, 
though he and his coparceners professed to. 
believe the success of his measure would put 
silver to the old par of $1.29.3 per ounce. 
But if so it would have been as measured by a 
different kind of a dollar to that now current. 
On a gold basis silver ought to be worth more 
than while that ball was pending, because the 
metal is now assured, for a time at least, of a 
stearly market for 4,500,000 ounces per mdnth 
in the United States, and promised whatever 
benefit is likely to accrue from an interna- 
tional bimetallic conference. Had the bill 
passed, the monthly purchase by the United 
States would have ceased at once and the con- 
ference beer rendered impossible. 

It is difficult to see why wheat should de- 
cline further since it was already quoted on a 
gold basis. The reason must be gought im 
fears of a poorer foreign demand and a belief 
that our prospects for the 
are improving. The finer weather favors the 
more rapid movement of othet cereals to 
market. It is fair to presume that the change 
may result im a little more strength in cotton 
for the reason that money will now be loaned 
more frech in the South, thus reducing the 
pressure to sell by a host of hoiders of cotton 
who were forced to realize at the best terms 
offered, however poor those terms might be. 
It is also in order to expect a revival in the 
iron market due to the disappearance of fears 
for the derangement of financial conditions. 
Yet the facts searcely invite to mote active 
track-laying by the railroads unless the manu- 
facturers of steel rails should consent to let 
down prices ta a little nearer the value as com- 
pared with that of the raw m rial. The mills

THE SUGAR BOUNTIES. 

Again, the New Orléans Times-Democrat 
voices the complaints of the Southern sugar 
planters about the tardiness of the govern- 
ment in paying the bounties on sugar produc- 
tion last year. It says several business fail- 
ures are attributed to this cause, merchants 
or planters being compelled to suspend he- 
cause they could not get the money due them, 
and being otherwise inconvenienced by a 
tight money market. Though the sugar 


keted the government has not yet paid half 
the bounty due on it, There seems to be no 
exeuse for this—no explanation of it.” And 
it appears that some of tlie Southern Con- 
gressinen are protesting against the red 
tape which is keeping so many. constituents 
out of their just dues. 

It may be that the delay complained of is 
exaggerated and due to something more than 
the official red tape mentioned. Of course 
certain formule have to be complied with ere 
the bounty can be paid, and in not a few cases 
the parties claiming it are not prepared to sat- 
isfy_ the requirements, It should be remem- 


méet the bounty payments is now admitted to 
have been far mexcess of the facts of the 
crop. The figures were made to correspond 
with the maximum yield. But the season did 
not favor a big production. The out-turn was 
less than the average foreach acre planted. 
With many of the smaller growers it was not 
thought worth whilé to go to the trouble of 
meeting the requirements of the law, 
and in some cases the growing and 
the reduction of the cane to sugar 
were performed by different per- 
sous. Hence it may be, and probably is the 
fact, that much more than 50 per cent of the 
amount actually claimed has been paid over, 
‘he stringency of money otherwise is partly 
duo to the low prices paid for cotton, but un- 
doubtedly it is also in part a consequence of 
the fact that so many people in the South and 
West have joined in a demand for free silver 
and forSubtreasury issues of paper money 
to an almost fabulous amount. This has 
made a great many capitalists timid, and they 
have retired thbir funds to the principal bank- 
ing centers, where the money would be within 
easy reach for speedy conversion in case of 
adverse action at Washington. Ifthe eraze 
for cheap dollars had been less extensive in 
the South the dollars now in circulation would 
not beso dear and scarce in that section. 
Money is plentiful etiough to those who can 
give good security for its repayment and are 
willie to pay a fair rate of interest for its 
use. There is a sufficiency of money for all 
the needs of legitimate commerce. No man 
is troubled to get cash for his property if he 
is willing to n it at the current market 
price, 

Furthermore the measure of injustice to the 
Southern sugar-planter is far from being as 
full as it would have been if the prime intent 
in fixing the sugar bounty had been to benefit 
him. The object of the law was to encourage 
the development of beet-sugar culture and 
manufacture, and the raisers of cane-sugar 
were allowed to participate principally’ be- 
cause it was thought unfair to leave them put, 
to say nothing of the attitude of the Southern 
Congressman in regard to a bounty which 
would not benefit some of his constituents. 
But there is no good reason why the people of 
the whole Nation should be taxed to pay à lib- 
eral bounty on the production of every pound 
of cane-sugar raised in the South when the 
planters ‘there have long since demon- 
strated their ability to exist without 
it. Nor can it be doubted that if 
the sugar bounty be abolished before 
the end of the time named in the act it will be 
in response to a severe pressure from people 
who feel the rank injustice of. the arrange- 
ment so far as it extends to the long since set- 
tled carie-sugar industry.’ It is only fair to 
say in this connection that the prices at which 
the Southern sugar men sold the product of 
their last-crop were based upon the expecta- 
tion of a bounty, and if they did not receive 
the money promised they- would be far poorer 
than if Congress had let the matter entirely 
alone, So this article is not designed - to inti- 
mate that tne Southern sugar men should be 
kept out of their money or that it should be 
held back a day longer than necessary. The 
aim is simply to present plainly the salient 
facts in the cue as indicating that the hard- 
ship is neither so great nor so easily remedied 
as is claimed by the grumblers. 
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WEAK ARGUMENT AGAINST FREE WOOL. 

The Silver bill having been pushed to one 
side that for the admission of wool duty free 
comes to the front and it is stated that it will 
be passed by the House in a few days. Thus 
far no valid reason has been advanced why 
the American manufacturer should not have 
free access to all kinds of foreign mixing wools, 
thus enabling him to use more domestic wool, 
increase his output of goods, give employ- 
ment to more men at better wages, reduce 
the price of his fabries, and use less shoddy 
and cotton in making them. 

Several bad reasons have been put forward 
why this should not be done. One of them, 
credited to Judge Lawrence of Ohio, is as fol-

Brothers of a Pennsylvania Oil Producer 
Say He Was First Married in Ireland, 

Pirrspure, Pa., April 1.— [Special. —John 
McKeown died Feb. 8, 1891, in Washington, 
Pa., a town of 12,000 inhabitants, some twenty 
miles from Pittsburg. His estate, worth sev- 
eral millions, is now the subject of litigation, 
and this is how itcameabout: John McKeown 
was born on April 1, 1828, at Newtown, 
Cloughrey, County Armagh, Ireland. In the 
spring of 1865, on the day President Lincoln 
was assassinated, it is said, the Irish‘ lad ar- 
rived in New York with $17 in his pocket as 
available assets. 

He went to the oil district in Pennsylvania 
and became the husband of Sara King. He 
began making money rapidly and invested in 
real estate, and, among other places, in Chi- 
cago. He died a little over a year ago, leav- 
ing a wife and five children. The adminis- 
trator’s schedule of his personal property was 
$1,379,738. At the same time it was estimated 
that the real estate which passed directly to 
the heirs exceeded the personal property by 
several millions of dollars. The administra- 
tor’s final report was filed Jan. 21 and ap- 
proved. He had turned the personal estate 
over to the widow and children. 

Early in the summer of 1891 a letter was 
sent to A. V. D. Watterson, an attorney of 
Pittsburg. The correspondence led to the 
discovery of Arthur McKeown, who wrote di- 
rect to Mr. Watterson from Harrymount Cot- 
tage, Newton, County Armagh, Ireland. This 
communication set forth that Arthur Mo- 
Keown was a younger brother of John Me- 
Keown, who was born as nearly as Arthur 
could learn about 1834 or 1835, that his broth- 
er John had been married about thirty years 
ago, Or in 1861, to Miss Catherine McGinn, and 
that the parish priest, the Rev. Father Lamb, 
of near Newton had performed the marriage 
ceremony. The latter stated that in less than 
a week after the marfiage his brother John 
had disappeared and it was supposed that he 
had come to America.

Justice Charles D. Drake, Washington, D. C. 

Wasuineron, D. C, April 1.—Charles D. 
Drake, late Chief Justice of the United States 
Court of Claims, was found dead in his bed 
this morning. Justice Drake died at the ad- 
vanced age of 81 years. His death was wholly 
unexpected and without warning. Dr. Joseph 
Jehnson, Who has Been his attending phy- 
sician for the last twenty years, stated that the 
Justice was attacked with a'slight case of grip 
three weaks ago. His condition was not at 
any time $erious enough to occasion alarin. 
Last evening Justice Drake walked to the 
West Presbyterian Church to attend the serv- 
ices thera. After church the Justice went 
home and chatted with his family a while be- 
fore retiring for the night. He seemed to be 
better than at any time since the attack of 
grip. This morning when he was ¢alled he 
did not respond and when his room door was 
Gpened it was found that he was dead. 

The remains of Judge Drake will be cre- 
mated and the ashes taken toSt.

The cotton press combination has been con- 
summated, the New York and English cap- 
italists interested today notifying the cotton 
press owners that ‘their terms had been ac- 
cepted. The deal involves nearly $3,000,000, 
and the influence of the syndicate 1s expected 
to do a great deal for New Orleans asa cot- 
ton port. All but two presses are in the deal, 
and these will probably be. absorbed before 
the season is advanced. The syndicate 
promises not to raise prices, but to make the 
business profitable .by improving machinery 
and consolidation of management.

Planters, brokers, and 
others who consider it against their 
interests have, called a meeting for next 
Tuesday to take steps to conduct an active 
fight. The four rice mills in operation under 
the trust were shut down today and the move 
is supposed to be induced by a desire to force 

up the price of cleaned nce. A humber of 
planters on the Southern Pacific road who 
had shipped their rough rice here and were 
anxious to have it cleaned called on the road 
for aid, and the company, made a minimum 
rate enabling the shipment of the rice to the 
mills on the Louisiana Western road. The 
rate is, however, only for planters on the road. 
The planters on other lines will have to take 
chances.

GEN. SINGLETON Is NEARING DEATH, 


Approaching End of a Man Well Known, 
ih Lilinois Politics, 

Barron, Md., April 1.—Gen. James W. 
Singleton, wh has been lying seriously ill at 
his home in this city for some time back, is 
nearing death.) Gen. Singleton was born at 
the family country seat near Winchester, Va., 
eighty-one years ago.

An Alloy That Does Not Tarnish. 

A new alloy whick closely resembles gold is. 
composed of one hundred parts of copper and six 
of antimony, which after being melted is fluxed 
with carbonate of lime in order to inerease its 
density. The alloy can be rolled, forged, and sol- 
dered in the same manner as gold, and when pol- 
ished the gold color remains unch even 
after long exposure to ammonia and vapors 
in the atmosphere.

REVIEW OF THE WteEK IN DETAIL, 


Progress Made in World’s Fair Work Dur- 
ing the Last Seven Days. 
A brief summary of the events of the week

Last Saturday Director-General Davis was in- 
formed that M. Stiassny, who has been represent- 
ing himself as a special agent of the Exposition 
in Paris, had been arrested. He has coliected, it 
ig said, more than $20,000 from persons who ac- 
cepted his statement as correct. He has given the 
Exposition management a great deal of trouble, 

The Reichstag passed to a second reading a 
bill granting a supplementary credit of $600,000 
for the German ‘exhibit at the World's Fair. 

Col. Edmund 8. Rice of the United States army, 
who has been authorized by the authorities at 
Washington to assume charge of the Worid’s Fair

A force of modelers and black- 
smiths are now engaged working on it night and 
day. The idea is that of an apotheosis of modern 
liberty. Columbia will assume the sha ofa 
triumphal barge guided by Time and heralded by 
Fame. Thbre will be eight standing figures rep- 
resenting on one side the arts, and on the other 
science, industry, agriculture, and commerce. 
Eight big sea horses will form a circle directly in 
front of tne fountain and their nostrils will spurt 
great streams of water. They will be mounted by 
stalwart young men as outriders, who represent 
commerce, Ihe design of the basin is circular, 
150 feet in diameter and flanked on each side by 
columns fifty feet high, surmounted by eagles.

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HOW TO MAKE 600D "SANDWICHES" 


The Summer Girl Who Hopes to Be Popu- 
lar Will Caltivate the Art, 


the art of making sandwiches. No article of 
food plays a larger part in the economy of 
the silly season; nqne is capable of daintier 
treatment: under gertain conditions none is 
more appetizing. Here are a few directions 
that may be of assistance: |

Chicken sand- 
wiches may be varied by mixing a litile finely 
shred ham or tongue with the white meat, but 
in this case they should be used with bread 
and butter, not béchamel sauce. 

To make salmon sandwiches take a suf- 
ficient quantity of flakes we cold salmon, 
taking care: to scrape off all particles of 
grease, then lay them on thin slices of bread 
spread with mayonnaise sauce slightly stiff- 
ened with aspic jelly to the consistence of 
moderately firm butter—that*is, neither so 
hard as butter in frosty weather nor so soft as 
butter in summer. The quantity of aspic re- 
—.— to obtain a proper stiffuess will entirely 

epend on the weather—sprinkle a littie pep- 
per and salt over the fish, cover it with a layer 
of very thinly sliced cucumber, then finish the 
sandwiches with the top slices of bread and 
mayonnaise. Those who dislike cucumber 
or find it indigestible, may use mustard and 
cress instead. 

Hara-boiled egg sandwiches are much im- 
pee by the ition of a little water-cress, 

ettuce, or endive, Beet-root, water-cress, 
celery, tomatoes, and mustard and cress make 
delicious sandwiches or portable salads.“ 
Mayonnaise with aspic should be used for 
these instead of butter, ahd in the case of the 
beet-root and tomatoes a little chopped tarra- 
gon and chevril, mixed with the mayonnaise, 
will be found an improvement. Asparagus 
tops and the round soft part of green arti- 
chokes, with béchamel sauce instead of but- 
ter, form délicious sandwiches. Both these 
vegetables may be had ready fer-use in tins or 
bottles. 

The aspic jelly necessary for many of these 
sandwiches should be good homemade aspic, 
made from strong meat stock, and well fla- 
vored with vegetables, wine, vinezar, herbs, 
spices, etc. The ordinary aspic to be bought 
at the grocer’s would impart so strong a flavor 
of gelatine that the taste of the good things of 
which they were composed would not be per- 
ceptible, 

following sandwiches are quite new, 
are particularly adapted for afternoon tea, 
and now find favor with many as a change 
from the cakes and biscuits jn ordinary use, 

For chocolate sandwiches place a layer of 
vanilla chocolate between two slices of bread 
and butter. The chocolate should be freshly 
grated, and there must be plenty of it, or the 
bread and butter will not taste of it: 

To make a plum cake sandwich lay thin slices 
of very rich plum cake between bread and 
butter. The cake should be quite as good as 
a tich wedding cake, and ought to be rather 


For chestnut sandwiches boil some chest- 
muts (the number will depend on the quantity 
of sandwiches required) till soft. Peel them, 
pass them tnrough a wire sieve, and sprinkle 
over them some pulverized vanilla. A layer 
of this mixture between the slices of bread 
and butter will be found excellent. 

All these sandwiches must, of course, be 
trimmed and cut up after they are prepared, 
and it is a good plan, when many different 
kinds are to be served on the supper or teu 
table, to distinguish them by their different 
shapes as well as by the differences of white 
and brown bread.

The Jacquard Loom. 

The silkworm story is a twice-told tale, 
Everybody knows how the green wriggling 
creature, ted fat on mulberry leaves, spins 
himself a shining shroud, out of which he will

come with witigs—that is, if he comes at all. 


For the most part, he does not. The cocoons 
meant for reeling are kilu- dried until the dor- 


+ maut life goes out entirely. The largest and 


fairest are saved for seed. Out of them come 
the moths that lay eggs for a new generation. 
Three to six hundred is the usual number. 
The eggs, called grain, are subject to a fungus 
that does not destroy their vitality, but makes 
worms hatched from them unhealthy. They 
toil not, neither do they spin, 
die, weak, and languid, to the disgust of the 
growers, and the depletion of their pockets. 

Reeling silk is almost a fine art. The co- 
coons are softened in hot water. Loose ends 
are taken up, from two to three at once, and 
reeled as One thread. As one strand gives out 
another is lapped on so as to. give a smooth 
even yarn. The natural gum makes it stick 
together. Getting rid of it is a troublesome 
and tedious process, When it is accomplished 
the yellow-white flossy stuff is the raw silk of 
commerce, ready for the throwster, the dyer, 
and the weaver. There are three sizes—singles, 
a single strand twisted after reeling; tram, 
two strands twisted together; and thrown silk, 
two twisted strands twisted together the con- 
trary way. 

From time immemorial India and China 
have been great silk-raising regions. Japan 
Thence comes more 
than three-parts of the world's supply. India 
has not only the silkworm, but tussus 
moth, which supplies the strong, yellowish 
tussor silk, so much worn of late. There is 
also a hardy spinner that feeds on the leaves 
of the castor-oil bean. The ancients got all 
their silk fram the East. By Roman law, in 
the time of Tiberius, men were — 
It is part of 
the, reproach of Heliogabalus that he defied 
that canon of the Senate, and sat in the 
amphitheater in silk from head to foot. 
About 550 A. D. Persian monks rst brought 
silkworm eggs concealed in the head of a 
Thence silk 
culture spread into Greece. A little later con- 
quest carried it to Sicily. From there to Italy 
it was but a step. Soil, 5 people suited 
it. The 1 took root, grew, throve, and 
continues to this day. The thrifty peasant 
manages to get.silk, and oil, and wine froni 
First, he plants his 
mulberry tr sixteen feet each way; next 
he prunes the heads into a hollew cup, and 
trains his vines all over them; and fiually, 
around the edge he sets ashelter ‘of vlive trees, 
— all seasons bring bim labor and the reward 
of it. : 

Taken to Spain by the Moors, 

Spain owes silk to the Moors, and produces 
it in true Spanish fashion—lazy, haphazard, 
picturesque. She it is who supplies the srik- 
worm gut for leaders for fly fishermen the 
world over. This is the gorged gland of the 
worm just ready for spinning. Barcelona silk 
is in great request wherever a filament fine 
and peculiarly strong is required. 

France began to manufacture silk in 1521. 
It was forty years later that. silk growing be- 
gan there. From the first it has excelled in 
silken stuffs. English silk weavers, protected 
by a prohibition duty, did not feel it worth 
while to improve upon the methods of their 
fathers. That is all changed, of course, 
since free trade was established there. It will 
take at least another century though to over- 
come the long lead gainé by French looms. 
Lyons is today the headquarters of silk weav- 
ing. Ail the best China atd India silks, so 
called, come thence. In fact, there is no sort 
of silk tissue not made there—and better 
made there than anywhere else. 

American silk weavers, though, fall but lit- 
tle short of the glory of Lyons. In printed 
silks they even go beyond them. It would be 
strange if they did not. Printing silk is com- 
paratively a new rrocess, and high protection 
te a.neat margin for experiment. In white 

hina and natural colo pongee American 
makers have little to learn. They import pat- 
terns and processes from France, and so im- 
prove upon them thatin the year of grace 
1900 there will be no need—in the opinion of 
experts—for good Americans to go to Paris, 
or Lyons, or Genoa, for anything whatever | 
made from silk. Genoa the superb was once 
preéminent for velvet, but now | 
the palm, as she does for the gauzes, tha 
their name from Gaza, the eastern city ¥ 
first they were made. 

Damask, forerunner of brocade, came from 
Damascus. Indeed, there isa flavor and fra- 
grance of the East through all the bead-rol) 
of silken stuffs. It was the damask loom that 
possibly made the Jacquard. In fact, the 
main difference in them is that in the one 
human skill and patience accomplish what the 
other does automatically. The damask weav- 
er put in thread after thread by hand, over, 
under, and through warp, as the pattern re- 
quired. The Jacquard loom has weighted 
strings passing over a pulley to fall upon per- 
forated cards. Each n. otiqn changes their po- 
sition and Jets some weights go through the 
holes so as to be 4 by the woof, while 
others strike the cards and leave their strands 
in place to be regularly woven. 


A Wonderful Result. 


The result is something wonderful. Glance 
along some heaped counter on State street, 
and say ifthe brush in the hands of a cun- 
ning workman could do better than this loom? 
Here is a satin ground, clear pearl, and 
lustrous es the shell itself, with Leg of pink 
roses and grass falling irregularly over it. 
Beside it is a water green, coastal with white 
ostrich flowers that alinost seem to wave in 
air. Over beyond autumn leaves glow in full 
October splendor, athwart a smoke-gray 
ground. A blossoming apple bough shows 

pink and white against black. Conventional- 
— tulips struggle over pale yellow spaces. 
Most wonderful of all, a gilt sun flames out in 
a wilderness of black roses on a midnight 
ground. Mark the fine curves, the exquisite 
tints, the delicate shading, and say it it does 
not give you a higher respect for your species 
to know that it hath entered into the mind of 
man to conceive a machine capable of doing 
such work? 

Designing silks is something that employs 
and pays well for much of the best artistic 

talent in France. A pattern that takes means 
fortune to the mill that makes it. Each house 
has its own pattern-makers and guards jeaious- 
ly the fruit of their labors. A pattern cannot 
be protected by letters patent. A large buyer 
may, though, secure frum the maker exciusive 
control of the sorts he buys. It behooves him 
The verdict of 
a petty jury is not more uncertain than that 
of the silk-wearing public. Shrewd advertis- 
ing, good display, may do something towards 
influencing it, but the pattern that towards

SHE HAD HANDCUFFS IN HER dA. 


Mrs. Ames, an Illinois Deputy-Sheriff, Is a 
Woman of Nerve. 


Milwaukee Sentinel; The novel spectacle of 
a prieoner being taken from the: Central 
Police Staton in the custody of a female 
officer was seen this morning, when Ben- 
jamin Hilt of Janesville will start for Belvi- 
dere, III., in charge of Mrs. A. T. Ames, 
U der-Sheriff of Boone County. 

' Hilt was arrested at a boarding-house on the 
West Side Saturday night by Detectives Mo- 
Manus and Schmidt upon a charge of stealing 
‘several hundred dollars’ worth of jewelry 
from Mrs. Ames, the woman who took 
him to Belvidere today. A telegram was sent 
to Sheriff Ames notifying him of the arrest, 
and he answered that an officer would be sent 
for the prisoner. 

Yesterday afternoon the officer arrived. It 
was a woman, 35 or 40 years ef age, tall, and 
of slender build. A pair of piercing black eyes 
looked out from under dark eyebrows, and the 
firm, reliant step showed she was a woman of 
determination. She wore a small black bon- 
net, a plush cloak, and a black and gray trav 
eling dress. In her right hand she carried a 
russet-colored grip. She went to the Central 
Police Station and.to Inspector Ri2mer’s of- 
fice. He recognized her at once, for she had 
visited the city twice before in search of her 

man. 

Hilt was brought to the Inspector’s room 
and his face colored and he hung his head 
when he saw the woman he iasaid to have 
robbed standing before him. rs. Ames’ 
eyes brightened when she saw the prisoner, for 
whom she had been searching for almost two 
months. 

„Well, well, Ben, I've caught you at last, 
she said. You ought to be ashamed of your- 
self for robbing the woman who befriended 
you. But Til make man of you when I get 
you back to Belvidere.” 

Hilt learned that Mrs. Ames had no requisi- 
tion 1 but agreed to go without. He was 
then led back to his cell. 

Then Mrs. Ames surprised Inspector Riemer 
and the detectives who were in the office by 
opening her grip and taking out a heavy pair 
of shackles and a pair of handcuffs. * You 
see Iam prepared for the return trip,“ she 
said with asmile as she handed the “irons ’’ to 
the Inspector, and remarked that she would 
like to leave them there until morning. 

It was the first case on record in the history 
of the Milwaukee Police Department where a 
female officer had called to claim a prisoner, 
and it naturally surprised the officers, espe- 
cially when Mrs. Ames announced that she, 
single-handed and alone, would take the pris- 
oner -back to Belvidere, a distance of over 100 
miles and by a route that necessitated two 
changes of cars. 

A little before train time she arrived at the 
Chicago and Northwestern depot with Hilt. He

ace, and he is evidently very much afraid of 
— he fair officer of the law. At the depot Mrs. 
Ames marched her prisoner up to the cigar 
stand, where she purchased a half-dozen fine 
Havanas for him. Hiit was not shackled, as 
he had given his word of honor that he would 
not try to escape, and Mrs. Ames said that 
she believed him. Shetook him into the smok- 
ing car and occupied a seat beside him there. 
She took the precaution to have him take his 
place near the window, while she satin the 
aisle seat. Ihe passengers all stared as the 
strange couple entered the car, but this did 
not appear to embarrass Mrs. Ames in the 
least and she walked past the groups of smil- 
ing men with a nonchalance which was either 
natural or admirably assumed. Nor did the 
clouds of smoke which Hiit sent whirling 
through the car affect her. She believed that 
it was her business to be there and she evi- 
dently intended t» stay. 

A city detective and a reporter accompanied 
Mrs. Ames the first few miles of her journey. 
Duriag this time the prisoner never made a 
move. He was completely cowed and he evi- 
dently believed that the Under Sheriff might 
make his position an uncomfortable one if he 
offered any resistance. That dress pocket 
which is generally used by ladies for the ac- 
commodation of a pocket handkerchief and of 
spools of thread on this occasioh contained a- 
revolver—not one of those little derringers, 
but a massive Colt—ready for instant service 
should Hilt's action make such a move nec- 
essary. Just before the reporter left the train 
he asked if she expected to reach her destina- 
tion with the prisoher in her custody. She 
answered in the affirmative and in a manner 
that left no doubt she meant what she said.
